The  recent  war  greatly  decreased  propagation 
as  90  pet.  of  the  Fruit  Seedlings  which  Nurseymen  plant  are  imported  from  France 
and  for  the  lalst  few  years  France  has  been  able  to  furnish  only  very  few  seedlings  as 
as  they  cannot  get  help  to  grow  them.  It  will  be  several  years  before  they  will  again 
be  able  to  produce  the  amount  of  stock  they  did  before  the  war. 

Fruit  trees  and  plants  will  be  high  in  price  for  the  next  four  or  five  years.  Hun_' 
dreds  of  the  smaller  firms  have  already  been  forced  out  of  business  and  there  are  hun- 
dreds of  others  who  dig  their  last  trees  this  spring  as  they  cannot  obtain  Seedlings 
for  a new  planting. 

Planters  should  appreciate  the  present  situation  and  place  their  order  early  as  the 
supply  of  many  Standard  varieties  will  certainly  be  exhausted  before  long.

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WHAT  AGE,  SIZE  AND  PRICE  TREES  DO  YOU  WANT  TO  PLANT? 

Commercial  orchardists  nearly  alvrays  select  one  year  old  trees  of  the  1 to  2 ft.  and 
2 to  3 ft.  grade.  Experience  has  shown  that  one  year  old  trees  and  1 to  2 ft.  and  2 to  8 ft. 
grade  trees  will  outgrow  the  old  large  trees  and  at  the  end  of  second  year  after  planting 
with  proper  cultivation  side  by  side  will  be  the  largest  tree  and  the  old  large  tree  will  be 
the  smallest  tree.  The  small  trees  will  come  into  bearing  fruit  in  paying  quantities  just  as 
soon  as  the  old  large  trees.  The  large  trees  have  too  much  wood  for  the  root  system  and 
has  not  sufficient  sap  flow  to  stand  the  drying  heat  of  summer  and  is  injured  in  a way  that 
it  rarely  ever  recovers.  Many  nursery  tree  agents  prefer  to  push  the  large  trees  because 
they  ask  so  much  more  for  them.  We  recommend  the  one  year  trees  and  the  1 to  2 ft. 
and  2 to  3 ft.  grade.and  if  higher  priced  trees  are  wanted  3 to  4 ft.  grade.  The  difference 
in  the  grade  of  one-year  trees  is  largely  caused  because  the  larger  ones  are  budded  a little 
earlier  or  the  land  on  which  they  grew  was  slightly  more  fertile. 

We  advocate  the  planting  of  one-year  trees  upon  the  following  grounds,  and  especially 
the  one  to  two  and  the  two  to  three  feet,  and  if  you  want  a higher  priced  tree  the  three  to 
four  feet  grades.  When  transplanted  in  the  orchard  the  one  year  tree  takes  hold  of  the 
soil,  and  the  shock  does  not  stunt  its  growth  as  it  does  the  two-year  old.  They  come  into 
bearing  sooner,  live  longer,  and  it  can  be  trained  and  pruned  to  suit  the  taste  of  each  in- 
dividual. The  one-year  is  a great  deal  cheaper,  and  lessens  the  planter’s  original  investment 
and  also  lessens  transportation  charges.  We  recommend  one-year  planting.  Here  is  what 
prominent  horticulturists  and  experiment  stations  say: 

“It  is  the  belief  of  this  station  that  the  one-year  apple  tree  is  better,  most  economical 
and  the  safest  tree  to  plant.” — J.  C.  Whitten,  Experiment  Station,  University  of  Missouri.

Furthermore,  a one  ^uld  tree 
is  cheaper  tha  a two-year-old.”

It  takes  three  or  four  years 
to  develop  Nursery  Stock  to  planting  size.  The  recent  war  greatly  decreased  propagation 
as  90  pet.  of  the  Fruit  Seedlings  which  Nurseymen  plant  are  imported  from  France 
and  for  the  la«t  few  years  France  has  been  able  to  furnish  only  very  few  seedlings  as 
as  they  cannot  get  help  to  grow  them.  It  will  be  several  years  before  they  will  again 
be  able  to  produce  the  amount  of  stock  they  did  before  the  war. 

Fruit  trees  and  plants  will  be  high  in  price  for  the  next  four  or  five  years.  Hun_ 
dreds  of  the  smaller  firms  have  already  been  forced  out  of  business  and  there  arc  hun- 
dreds of  others  who  dig  their  last  trees  this  spring  as  they  cannot  obtain  Seedlings 
for  a new  planting. 

Planters  should  appreciate  the  present  situation  and  place  their  order  early  as  the 
supply  of  many  Standard  varieties  will  certainly  be  exhausted  before  long.

WHAT  AGE,  SIZE  AND  PRICE  TREES  DO  YOU  WANT  TO  PLANT? 


Commercial  orchardists  nearly  always  select  one  year  old  trees  of  the  1 to  2 ft.  and 
2 to  S ft.  grade.  Experience  has  shown  that  one  year  old  trees  and  1 to  2 ft.  and  2 to  3 ft. 
grade  trees  will  outgrow  the  old  large  trees  and  at  the  end  of  second  year  after  planting 
with  proper  cultivation  side  by  side  will  be  the  largest  tree  and  the  old  large  tree  will  be 
the  smallest  tree.  The  small  trees  will  come  into  bearing  fruit  in  paying  quantities  just  as 
soon  as  the  old  large  trees.  The  large  trees  have  too  much  wood  for  the  root  system  and 


has  not  sufficient  sap  flow  to  stand  the  drying  heat  of  summer  and  is  injured  in  a way  that 
it  rarely  ever  recovers.  Many  nursery  tree  agents  prefer  to  push  the  large  trees  because 
they  ask  so  much  more  for  them.  We  recommend  the  one  year  trees  and  the  1 to  2 ft. 
and  2 to  3 ft.  grade, and  if  higher  priced  trees  are  wanted  3 to  4 ft,  grade.  The  difference 
in  the  grade  of  one-year  trees  is  largely  caused  because  the  larger  ones  are  budded  a little 
earlier  or  the  land  on  which  they  grew  was  slightly  more  fertile. 

We  advocate  the  planting  of  one-year  trees  upon  the  following  grounds,  and  especially 
the  one  to  two  and  the  two  to  three  feet,  and  if  you  want  a higher  prked  tree  the  three  to 
four  feet  grades.  When  transplanted  in  the  orchard  the  one  year  tree  takes  hold  of  the 
soil,  and  the  shock  does  not  stunt  its  growth  as  it  does  the  two-year  old.  They  come  into 
bearing  sooner,  live  longer,  and  it  can  be  trained  and  pruned  to  suit  the  taste  of  each  in- 
dividual. The  one-year  is  a great  deal  cheaper,  and  lessens  the  planter’s  original  investment 
and  also  lessens  transportation  charges.  We  recommend  one-year  planting.  Here  is  what"" 
prominent  horticulturists  and  experiment  stations  say: 

"It  is  the  belief  of  this  station  that  the  one-year  apple  tree  is  better,  most  economical 
and  the  safest  tree  to  plant.” — J.  C.  Whitten,  Experiment  Station,  University  of  Missouri. 

Below  we  quote  from  the  Maryland  Experiment  Station  Bulletin,  No.  144,  written  by 
Mr.  C.  P.  Close,  state-horticulturist,  which  appears  under  the  heading,  "Age  and  Kind  of 
Nursery  Tree  for  Planting.”  “The  writer  prefers,  above  all  others,  a well-grown  one-year- 
old  tree.  A one-year-old  tree  may  be  headed  low,  as  the  first  crop  of  branches  may  be  used 
for  the  foundation  branches,  selecting  those  best  placed.  Furthermore,  a one-year-old  tree 
is  cheaper  tha  a two-year-old.” 


"My  advice  is  always  in  favor  of  one-year-old  trees.  Fully  90  percent  of  all  apple  trees 
that  are  now  planted  for  commercial  use  are  of  this  age.” — G.  B.  Bracket,  U.  S.  Pomologist, 
"I  have  advocated  the  planting  of  one-year-old  trees  for  years.  You  get  a better  root 
system  in  the  one  year  trees,  and  one-year  trees  pack  better,  arrive  in  better  order,  and 
at  less  freight  and  express  cost  to  the  planter.”
